v ey, entitled “Farm er Smith and the 
Country Church,” in which he says: 
“Farm er Smith needs help. He needs 
it here and now. He is trying to keep 
his family supplied with food and 
clothes. 
Ile^is struggling to giv e his 
children an education and at the same 
time to pay off the mortgage on the 
farm and to sav e enough to keep his 
wife and himself from w ant in their 
old age. 
All around him are those 
who are waging the same battle, but 
they giv e him little help. 
Each one 
fights alone, as his father did before 
him. 
Rise In La nd Va lues. 


“Twelv e years ago Farm er Smith had 
a $5,000 farm. 
It yielded him an in­ 
come of about $500. 
That was a re­ 
turn of 10 per cent 
Today, because 
of the general rise in land v alues, that 
farm is -worth $10,000. 
It yields him 
about $700. It is now only a 7 per cent 
inv estment. 
His profits hav e decreas­ 
ed. 
Moreov er, his land is poorer than 
it was twelv e years ago. 
Smith nev er 
learned how to farm Intensiv ely. 
He 
knows only the crude methods used 
hy his father in the days of v irgin soil. 
The years ahead giv e him no promise 
that he will be able to make ev en as 
pauch from his farm as he is making 
now. 
“The economic pinch has left its 
marks upon his social life. 
Many of 
his old neighbors hav e sold their farms 
and mov ed away. Some hav e left their 
farm s in the hands of tenants, who are 
robbing the land of its fertility. Com­ 
munity spirit has v anished. 
The old 
¿forms of recreation hav e lapsed with 
the passing of the settled population. 
No new forms hav e taken their place 
except in the towns, and these are 
usually of a character that would not 
be tolerated in the country. 


Fa rm Life Drudg ery . 
“Smith’s boy is awaiting his first op­ 
portunity to get off the farm. 
His has 
been a life of all work and no play, 
and, while it has not exactly made him 
a dull boy, it has made him hate farm ­ 
ing. 
Smith’s wife is leading the life 
of a drudge, and she swears her daugh­ 
ters are not going to liv e on the farm 
if she can help it. 
W ith the stagna­ 
tion in social life has come stagnation 
in moral and religious /life, for morals 
do not flourish in a stagnant commu­ 
nity. 
“Smith needs help; he needs to knew 
how’ to farm more scientifically, he 
needs a better income: he needs to 
know how to organize with his fellow 
farm ers to protect themselv es against 


ciiities to those markets; he needs a 
school for his children that will giv e 
them as good an education as they 
\v ould get in any city school, a school 
that will instill in them a lov e of the 
country, a knowledge of farm ing and 
an appreciation of its economic signifi­ 
cance; he needs more recreation facili­ 
ties for the whole family; he needs a 
handier 
kitchen 
for 
his 
wife and 
daughter and more opportunities for 
them to broaden their liv es and enrich 
their minds in literary and social ac­ 
tiv ities. 
The Church’s Cha nce. 
“The question is. Should the church 
giv e it? 
Should 
it go to 
Farmer 
Smith and say: 
“ ‘Smith. I am a bit ashamed of my­ 
self. 
I hav e not been doing for you 
w hat I ought. 
I hav e been preaching 
about Elysian fields and allowing the 
riches of blue grass, corn and wheat 
fields to be squandered with prodigal 
hand. 
I hav e been trying to pav e 
your road to glory land, but I hav e 
paid no attention to your road to the 
nearest market. 
I hav e talked about 
mansions in the skies and cared little 
about the buildings in which you and 
your family must spend their liv e'* 
here and now. 
I hav e been teaching 
your children God’s word in the Bible, 
but I hav e left his word in the riv ers 
and the hills, in the grass and the 
trees, without prophet, witness or de 
fender. 
“ ’Forgiv e me. Smith.

I am going to 
take as one of the articles of my 
creed. “I tndiev e in better roads for 
Smith, and I propose to hav e them.” 
I am going to try to sav e you and your 
family not only for paradise, but for 
America and American farm s.’ 


Sho uld Church Help? 
“Should the country church take its 
place shoulder to shoulder with Smith 
in the line in which he is battling for 
existence? Should it take up the task 
of encouraging agricultural organiza­ 
tions that will work for more scien­ 
tific farming, better roads and better 
markets? 
“Should it throw open its doors, not 
three hours a week, but three hours a 
day, to Sm ith’s sons and daughters 
that they may hav e a place to meet 
and to play and to mingle with each 
other in literary, athletic and social 
activ ities? 
Should the church forget 
all about itself and its creedal and 
polemic differences? 
“Should it forget its own salv ation in 
its effort to sav e Smith?

It Could Be Rev olv ed by Machinery, 
Says Com m endatore Boni. 
The celebrated Italian archaeologist, 
Commendatore Boni, the excav ator of 
the Homan forum, has been v isiting 
London, and to a large audience of 
classical students at King’s college he 
gav e a lecture on “The Houses of the 
Republican 
Period 
Now 
Discov ered 
Under tlie Palace of Domitian.’* 
One of the most interesting state­ 
ments made by Signor Boni wart that 
he had discov ered traces of the orig­ 
inal dining room ofLNero, which could 
be rev olv ed by machinery. 
In his 
search for the machine room he had 
discov ered* three v ertical shafts, down 
one of which he w ent 120 feet without 
reaching tire bottom. 
N ^ir one of the 
v ertical shafts, howev er, he found a 
tank, and twenty feet below this was 
a chamber tw enty feet wide by sixty 
feet long, with stones serrated like 
cogwheels on a horizontal bed. 
This 
he took to be the engine room of Nero 
and his predecessors. 
The excav ations, which were under­ 
taken last season and are still being 
carried on, are being^conducted on a 
site on the Palatine hill, which, from 
its im portant and conspicuous position, 
must hav e been the site, said the lec­ 
turer, of the houses of ttie great patri­ 
cian families. 
Sev eral highly impor­ 
tant discov eries had been made. 
A 
study of the palace of Domitian had 
resulted, said Commendatore Boni, In 
the discov ery of part 
a circular drain 
of the time of Nero. 
A staircase was 
found leading to a series of fiv e cham­ 
bers. separated by arched doorways, 
fn which salt w ater fish were preserv ed 
and segregated according to their size 
and quality. 


Hessian Fly Appears. 
The Hessian fly has made its appear 
ance in the wheat fields of southeast­ 
ern Nebraska, and reports of slight 
damage hav e beenjnade by the farm ­ 
ers. 
Sev enteen year locuste are thick 
in the orchards there also, but hare 
done no damage. 


Flies 4200 Miles From Rio 
Janeiro to 
Jeannette, Pa. 
After forty-eight days of wandering 
through the hottest port of the torrid 
and tem perate zones Sunny Jim, a 
noted 
racing 
pigeon, 
belonging 
to 
Stev en’ Krupa of Jeannette. Pa., ar 
riv ed from Rio Janeiro. 
This feat es­ 
tablishes a record in that no homing 
pigeon ev er before “homed” from a 
point below the equator. 
On sev eral 
occasions continental and American 
fanciers hav e shipped homing pigeons 
to points In Africa and South America, 
bul for some unknown reason no bird 
has heretofore boon able to make its 
way through the equatorial regions of 
extreme heat. 
Sunny Jim and two other racing pi­ 
geons were shipped to Don Diego Be- 
cera, a Rio Janeiro fancier, in April. 
The birds were allowed a few days to 
recov er from their trav el fatigue and 
then 
were liberated in 
the public 
square of 
Rio 
Janeiro. 
Strangely 
enough, they took a southerly course. 
A cablegram announced the libera­ 
tion of the birds, and a day later an­ 
other cablegram said that the birds 
had .returned to the liberating point 
a n d ,'a fte r circling an hour, headed 
straight north. 
The air line distance 
from Rio Janeiro to Jeannette is about 
4.200 miles. 
Nearly one-half *of ¿the 
distance is ov er water. The other two 
birds hav e not yet appeared. The bird 
made the trip in forty-eight days. 


New York, July 22.—Along the lines 
of pav ing the way to the arbitration of 
the demands of the trainm en and con­ 
ductors on the eastern railroads no 
decisiv e progress has been made by 
the members of the board of media­ 
tion a« d conciliation appointed under 
the Newlands amendment to the Erd- 
man act.

Knapp, tne mediators, the situation is 
still critical and the order for a strike 
may be issued this week in spite of 
the unusual efforts of those who hav e 
tried to bring about peace, from Pres­ 
ident Wilson, down. 
The mediators 
labored futilely for hours with the con­ 
ference committee of m anagers of the 
railroads and the committee of one 
hundred of the trainmen and conduc­ 
tors, in the endeav or to end the dead­ 
lock caused by the railroads persist­ 
ing in the inclusion of 
their eight 
griev ances. 
So serious did the situation become 
that the committee of one hundred 
placed the controv ersy in the hands of 
a committee of fiv e conductors and fiv e 
trainm en with power to deal with the 
mediators. 
This committee, with A. 
B. Garretson, president of the conduc­ 
tors’ organization, 
and W. G. Lee, 
president of the trainm en’s brother­ 
hood. will hav e a conference with the 
mediators and the question of whether 
there will be peace or war depends 
largely on the result of this confer­ 
ence.

GETTING MULHALL 
BADLY TANGLED 


Emphatic Denials ot His State­ 


ments Made. 


WAS GIVEN THE LIE DIRECT 


Minnesota Senators Positive in T h e ir 


Assertions Denying the Truth of the 


Reference to Them in M ulhall’s Vol­ 


uminous Correspondence, and Jam es 


E. W atson Not Only Utters Denial 


but Threatens Prosecution. 


W ashington, July 22.—Knute Nel­ 
son, senator from Minnesota, told the 
senatorial inv estigators of the Mulhall 
charges that the references made by 
Mulhall and inv olv ing him in a friend­ 
ly 
intercourse 
with 
Mulhall, 
were 
false. Senator Nelson’s statem ent was 
backed up by his colleague, Senator 
Clapp of Minnesota, whom Mulhall had 
said in one of his letters was present 
at a conference between himself and 
Senator Nelson. To the Mulhall state­ 
m ent Senator Clapp gav e the lie di­ 
rect. 
Senator Nelson was more gen­ 
tle, though equally positiv e. 
This is the first time that Colonel 
Mulhall has been confronted before 
the committee by one of the men 
whom he has by indirection traduced. 
The allusions to Senator Nelson ap­ 
pear in the correspondence of Colonel 
Mulhall addressed to Ferdinand C. 
Schwedtman, secretary of the National 
M anufacturerss’ association, and the 
first reference to Mr. Nelson appeared 
in a letter dated Jan. 29, 1909, in which 
letter Mulhall tells of a talk he had 
with Nelson in regard to an amend­ 
m ent to the Sherman act adv ocated by 
Seth Low and on which Mr. Nelson, as 
chairman of the judiciary committee, 
made an adv erse report. Mulhall said 
Nelson assured him th at the adv erse 
report practically killed the amend­ 
ment, and gav e him (Mulhall) a dozen 
copies of the report. After some fur­ 
ther questioning the witness was ex­ 
cused and and Senator Nelson was 
summoned. 
He entered accompanied 
by his colleague, Senator Moses E. 
Clapp. He had no recollection of ev er 
hav ing conv ersed with Colonel Mulhall 
in his priv ate office or hav ing inv ited 
him therein. 
When Senator Nelson 
finished, 
Senator Clapp 
arose. 
“I 
nev er- was introduced to Colonel Mul­ 
hall by Senator Nelson in his priv ate 
office in the capitol. I nev er saw Col­ 
onel Mulhall before in my life,” he 
said. 
During his examination on the wit­ 
ness stand Colonel Mulhall made the 
statem ent that Jam es E. W atson ac­ 
c e p te d ^ retainer and began his serv ­ 
ices for pay as a promoter of the tariff 
commission plan w’hile he was still a 
member of congress, after his defeat 
for gov ernor of Indiana in the fall of 
1908. 
Replying to this charge, Mr. W atson 
gav e a statem ent to the press in which 
he said the charge is utterly false and 
that he will begin proceedings to hav e 
Mulhall indicted for perjury. 
“Was Mr. W atson employed as a 
lobbyist for the National Association 
of M anufacturers w’hiie he was a mem­ 
ber of congress?” asked Senator Reed. 
“Yes, sir.’’ replied Mulhall. “He was 
employed in January, 
1909, and his 
term in congress expired March 4 the 
same year.” 
“Did he receiv e compensation for his 
serv ices?’’ was asked. 
“He was giv en a retainer of $500 
with the understanding that he was to 
receiv e $250 weekly and that if he pro­ 
cured the passage of the tariff commis­ 
sion bill he would receiv e $10,000. The 
retainer and weekly stipulation were 
paid to W atson before the expiration 
of W atson’s term in congress. 
Mulhall said that he himself raised 
the $500 that was paid to Mr. W atson 
as a retainer.

HISTORIC PAPERS SAVED. 


When It Came Time Fo r the Sev eral 
Co mpanies to Repo rt Fo r Serv ice at 
the Training Gro unds o f Fo rt Har­ 
riso n a Number o f Them Were Un­ 


able to Pro ceed Until the Necessary 


Co mplement Had Been Ro uted Out. 


Indianap olis, Ju ly 22.—The inv asion 
of Fort Benjamin Harrison by the In­ 
diana national gu ard was not the “joy ­ 
ride” of day s gone by . 
That little 
grohp of military men down at W ash­ 
ington k nown as the bu reau of military 
affairs laid a heav y bu rden on sev eral 
Hoosier comp anies when it issu ed a 
recent order to the effect that no com­ 
p any shou ld leav e its home station 
with fewer than thirty -eight men. This 
order grew ou t of a p ractice p rev alent 
in v olu nteer organizatons throu ghou t 
the cou ntry of going to state encamp ­ 
ments with only half the roster p res­ 
ent. Comp anies at Newcastle, Frank ­ 
lin, Portland. W inchester, Ev ansv ille 
and Monticello bu mp ed into the W ash­ 
ington’s bu reau ru le and ft was nece* 
sary to fill the rosters. The resu lt was 
that sev eral sorry y ou ng Hoosiers 
were comp elled to leav e 
home and 
m other when they did not wish to go. 
Orders went to these comp anoes to 
send sq u ads after men who had not 
rep orted, and they began scou ring the 
cou ntry for missing soldiers. 
The re­ 
su lt of the order was that sev eral 
towns in Indiana were thrown into a 
state of ex citement when sq u ads of 
soldiers began a search for missing 
members of their comp anies, and find­ 
ing them, p laced them u nder arrest 
for failing to resp ond to the call for 
serv ice.

For th e purpose of safeguarding 
th e public against th e dangers of 
j poisons, Mr. French of Idah o h as 
introduced into th e House of Repre- 
; sentatives a proposed amendment to 
! Th e amendment wh ich refers to th e 


th e federal 
Food and 
Drugs Act. 
labels and containers of poisons de­ 
clares th at a drug sh all be deemed 
misbranded : 
“If th e contents of th e package be 
a virulerft poison and 
sh all not be 
placed in a container labeled » Pois­ 
on’ and sh all not contain on th e label 
at least one suitable antidote and th e 
name of th e person, firm or corpora­ 
tion dispensing th e substances, and 
in th e case of liquids, in 
addition 
th ereto, said container sh all be a 
colored glass rough ened bottle of a 
type described by Secretary of th e 
Treasury, th e Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture and th e 
Secretary of Com­ 
merce.” 
Idah o is to be congratulated on 
h aving a representative wh ose solic­ 
itude for th e public safety may be 
th e means of strength ening th e Food 
and Drugs Act. “In th e past,” says 
Th e Journal of th e American Asso­ 
ciation, “it h as been altogeth er too 
easy for careless and unscrupulous 
manufacturers to sell powerful drugs 
with out giving th e 
purch aser any 
h int as to th e potency of th e pro­ 
duct h e was buying. Anoth er amend­ 
ment sh ould be madeor th e proposed 
one modified, so as to 
protect th e 
public still furth er. All ‘patent med­ 
icines' containing poisonous drugs 
sh ould be 
required to be 
labeled 
‘Poison.’ 
As a result th e Winslow 
concern h as taken th e morph in out 
of its British product and h as sub­ 
stituted a drug th at is not listed in 
th e sch edule of poisons. 
But Wins­ 
low’s Sooth ing Syrup still goes to 
American 
babies 
with its deadly 
morph in. 
Th e value of th e require­ 
ment lies in th e fact th at th e word 
‘Poison’ h as a very real and definite 
meaning to any person th at reads 
English . 
Th e same can not be said 
of th e ch emical names for various 
poisons. Th us th e most ignorant of 
moth ers would h esitate to give h er 
ch ild a ‘patent medicine' th at w'as 
labeled ‘Poison,' but sh e would pay 
little attention to th e statement th at 
it contained morph in, for instance. 
Th e weakness of th e present federal 
law h as 
been 
referred to 
many 
times. As th e law now stands ‘pat­ 
ent medicines' may go to th e public 
containing such deadly 
poisons as 
srich nin, atropin, prussic acid> ar­ 
senic, etc., with no warning or h int 
of th e presence of th ese drugs.”

W ashington, July 2C.—Rapidly the 
Mex ican situation is moving toward an­ 
other crisis, and the overthrow of the 
Huerta government seeem s inevitable.

senta tives of the diplomatic and con­ 
sular service in that country . 
Henry Lane Wilson, the American 
ambassador to Mex ico, who has been 
summoned home by President Wilson 
for a conference on the situation In 
that country , has arrived at Havana 
from Vera Cruz on the steamship Mex­ 
ico. 
The steamer was delay ed ten 
hours because she towed in a Ward 
line tug which had broken down. 
Mr. 
Wilson ex pected to proceed to Wash­ 
ington via Florida, but on account of 
the delay in the arrival of the steamer, 
missed his connections by this route 
and will continue on to New' York by 
the Mex ico, reaching that city on Fri­ 
day . 
Many 
Mex ican refugees who 
were on the Mex ico sent to the news­ 
papers a memorial which they had ad­ 
dressed to Ambassador Wilson, asking 
him to urge the American government 
not to recognize Provisional President 
Huerta, whose government, the me­ 
morial say s, is tottering. To recognize 
Huerta's administration, the memorial 
say s, would be an outrage on public 
opinion, civilization and humanity .

WASHINGTON IS 
QUITEAGITATED 


Our Policy Toward Central Amer­ 
ica Excites Comment.

Washington

the far-reacning character of the policy 
enunciated by the Wilson administra­ 
tion in its proposal to establish wrhat 
amounts to an American protectorate 
over Nicaragua. 
Officials here are in­ 
clined to regard the prospective treaty 
with Nicaragua as a mere incident in 
the general policy , which it foreshad­ 
ows, of a direct control by the United 
States over all of Central America. 
“ It is the most important move in 
our foreign relations since the promul­ 
gation of the Monroe doctrine itself,” 
was the opinion ex pressed by one very 
high authority on our international re­ 
lations. 
“ This means the hoisting of the 
American flag all the way to the Pan­ 
ama canal, so certainly as time goes 
on,” w'as the way Senator Borah, a 
member of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee, viewed the proposals. 
“ This is not dollar diplomacy ; it 13 
good sense,” said Senator Lodge. 
“ I 
have a lway s been in favor of such ar­ 
rangement as to the Central American 
countries.” 
Other members of the sena te took 
almost an equally advanced view of 
the step that the W ilson administra­ 
tion has taken. 
Notwithstanding the 
ex treme view held by many in regard 
to the proposed arrangements, evi­ 
dences accumulated that It will meet 
a cordial reception in the sena te and 
stands a good show of ratification. 
Republicans for the most part applaud­ 
ed the proposed treaty . 
From an authoritative source It was 
learned that President Wiison regards 
his Nicaraguan policy as involving the 
likelihood of ex tension bey ond that re­ 
public. 
It can be said, however, that 
the 
Wilson 
administration 
has 
no 
thought of attempting to impose such 
a relationship upon any of the Central 
American countries. 
Salvador is one of the centers of the 
anti-American feeling in Central Amer­ 
ica, and it is believed that country will 
ex ert its utmost efforts to defeat the 
treaty with Nicaragua. 
Yet Salvador 
has called upon the United Sta tes for 
help in day s gone by and received it 
oftener than any of its neighbors. Re­ 
peatedly in fear of Guatemala, Salva­ 
dor has begged the United Sta tes to 
interfere in its behalf and the United 
Sta tes aîfvay s has responded to such 
appeals. 
% 
No a ctive opposition of any conse­ 
quence is ex pected from Costa Rica 
ex cept that country has already ex ­ 
pressed its desire to be heard in con­ 
nection with the concessions to the 
United Sta tes of ex clusive rights to 
the Nicaraguan canal route. 
While In 
Honduras the anti-American elem ent 
probably will a gitate against the Nic­ 
araguan treaty , it is confidently be­ 
lieved that Honduras, which is the 
weakest of all the Central American 
sta tes in point of stability and econom­ 
ic conditions, will be the nex t repub­ 
lic to follow the ex ample of Nicaragua. 
It was pointed out, however, that 
what the rest of Central America 
thinks of the Nicaraguan proposal can­ 
not affect the situation materially so 
long as Nicaragua herself continues 
strongly in favor of it, and with the 
protecting control of the United Sta tes 
once firmly established, the opposition 
of neighboring countries w’ill quickly 
disappear.
